Due to the {nsistence of the pro- 
vinclal telephone department the 
rural subscribers of the Cluny and 
Gleichen district found it necessary 
lto form a Mutual Telephone company. 
|A meeting of subscribers was held 
at Meadowbrook hall, north of Glei- 
chen, to consider this, matter. The 
meeting was addressed by Mr. Munro 


‘of the telephone depa‘tment. and it 
was decided to form one mtual to 
include the two districts. At a sub- 
sequent meeting the comnary was 


formed, and a board of directors was 
elegted consisting of David Nelson, 
president; J. McArthur, secretary, 
}and Messrs. F. Daw, W. Ferguson, R. 
B. Hayes, D. McBain and A. McClay. 

The rate was set by the new com- 
pany at $1.25 a month If paid in ad- 
vance of each 25th of the month, and 
after that date $2.

A GREAT WRITER PASSES 

One of the most delightful writers was T. 
B. Roberton of the editorial staff of The 
Winnipeg Free Press, who died a few days 
ago. His writings revealed a discernment, a 
depth of feeling and a command of English 
excelled by few newspapermen in the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. 

Professor Osborne, of Winnipeg, says Rob- 
ertson measured up in some respects to mas- 
ters of English like Milton, Jeremy Taylor 
and Burke. Other authorities pay ample 
tribute to this brilliant man who has now 
gone to his reward. 

Roberton was self-trained, By trade a 
printer, he never undertook serious writing 
until well along in years. Yet his wide read- 
ings and his capacity of absorption carried 
him to the peak of the writing profession. 

J. W. Dafoe, outstanding Canadian editor, 
was similarly self-educated. So was the late 
Sir John Willison, for a decade the ranking 
Canadian newspaper editor. These men oc- 
cupied their spare time reading the choicest 
literature. They did not waste a minute on 
chaff. 

With all the wealth of literature available 
today, and with the educational field of radio 
rapidly widening, there is no excuse for 
people to remain uneducated. 


YOUNGSTOWN PLAINDEALER 
SUSPENDS 

The Youngstown Plaindealer, after faith- 
fully serving that district for some twenty- 
five years, has suspended publication and 
the printing. plant has been removed to 
Drumheller, where a third newspaper is be- 
ing started. 

Twenty-five years ago Youngstown was a 
budding town ‘with bright hopes for the fu- 
ture. The homesteading boom was then at 
its peak and the district of which that town 
was a center was studded with new farm 
homes and hundreds of people vibrant with 
happy prospects. 

Searing drouths from year to year with 
good crops too far in between blighted hopes 
and homes and lives. Slowly at first but lat- 
terly in larger numbers settiers pulled up 
stakes and left for greener fields. 

The gradual depopulation of the Youngs- 
town disirict resulted in dwindling business. 
The Plaindealer, a good weekly newspaper, 
stayed on the job and did its best to restore 
courage and hope.. But the task eventually 
became impossible and the inevitable end 
has now occurred.

A WASTING RESOURCE 

The prodigal wastefulness of North Amer- 
icans is almost proverbial. In fact it is very 
nearly criminal. . 

In the United States there are extensive 
areas of land from which, in 100 years, over 
92 per cent of the original forest cover has 
been stripped. 

Canada was once fairly well covered with 
forests, save for the southern portion of the 
great prairie provinces. 

Today there is but one third of the original 
forest growth left standing in the dominion; 
1,150,000 square miles of forests where once 
there were 314 million square miles. 

The accessible Canadian forests at the 
present time consist of not much more than 
308,000 square miles of merchantable tim- 
ber. This is being depleted at the annual 
rate of 8 billion board feet of lumber, to say 
nothing of damage from forest fires, insects 
and disease. 

Unless conservation methods are applied 
our lumber resources will have disappeared 
in a generation or so. 

Our timber resources, once thought inex- 
haustible, are on the verge of depletion. The 
industries built upon this natural resource 
are liable to run out of raw material before 
many years have passed. 

And if anyone wants to calculate the ef- 
fect of the destruction of the forests on agri- 
culture an example is furnished by China. 
Alternate floods and drouths have precipi- 
tated one famine after another in that land 
once so fertile and so capable of sustaining 
human beings. 

The drouth areas of the United States are 
partially due to the cutting down of forests, 
resulting in quick run-offs during springtime. 

A nation of wasters will not be called 
blessed by their descendants.

Thousands of millions of cubic fect 
of natural gas {i southwestern On- 
tario as a fesult of the past year's 
well drilif Operations, and the 
danger of shortage of supply” that 
faced. the cOnsnmers two years ago 


has ,been removed, Many cities, 
towns, and rural communities in that 
section of Ontario use natural gas 
tor cooking and heating purposes. 
The City of: London, formerly a user 
of artificial gas, is the latest addition 
to the Het, {ts supply being obtained 
by a pipeline, from the Dawn field in 
Lambton county, fifty miles distant. 
The gas producing beds are located 
across the entire southwestern part 
of the province, from the Niagara 
peninsula to Lake St. Clair, but the 
output {8 especially large in the 
Lambton- Kent and Welland - Haldi- 
mand field. The value of Ontario's 
natural gas output is close to $5,000,- 
000 annually. | 

During the 1935 field sesson the 
Canadian department of mines made 
surveys to determine the natural gas 
and petroleum potentialities of sev- 
eral counties in Ohtario, embracin; 
an area Of: 9,000 square miles. 
recently all the natural gas produced 
came from porous rocks of high 
structure, but in recent drilling op- 
erations it has been obtained from 
long narrow bands of low structure 
rocks, These are presumably situ- 
ated along faults where a secondary 
porosity has been developed, and the 
discovery of these productive struc- 
tures considerably increases the 
probable gas feserves. 


Under 5 Sovereigns

in Ontario and 260 in all Canada who 
have lived undér five British sover- 
eigns: Willlam 1V, who was succeed- 
ed by Victoria In 1837, Victoria, Ed- 
ward VII, George V and now Edward 
VII.
